and respeet of every man lu the clasa. In ditct oggBBaV
tion to him in physique, atauds the aalutatonan, Mr.

Taft, wholaootyet tweuty-».ue yeara of age; is about
Cfeet 11 luchea tall. and weighs N ih.uu.Is. Ha also
is a tinc sebolar, aud tboroughly uprlght, and ia the

prinee of good fellowa. Not a man lu the whole claaa

ha* the flrat word to say agaiust " Billy " Taft.
After the valedictory, those who were to receive their

dlplomas were dlvided into sniall si;uads, aud each

party lu turnwentupon tbe platform. Having made a

elight bow to the president, the latter addreaaed
them in the ouetomary Latm formula, after which

be gave one of the number a bundle of diplomaa.
In this way 121 diplomaa were awarded to the Acalein-

tcal Departincut. As ten othera have been eonucctcd
Wllh tae chtrs up to thU ttme, it seems to the BMB1 that
the faculty haa been very acvere with tbero. Ouly two

or three degreea are wlthheld becanae of lae'* of acbolnr-
ehlp, and these othera are thcrefore for vlolafing cerUiu
rulea of college diacipline. Ono ot tbe profosaora re-

xnarked a day or two ago that *78 had been the most reck-
leaa clasa be had ever had any tbing to do with. They
ecemed to ran up their inarks (every abaenco from

prayer or reelUtion bringlng a penalty of two marks)
<lolte regardleaa of consequonces; and tbls, too, when
tnaen kuow that forty-elgbt mai ks generally, and sixty iu
tbe aealor year, will suspeud a man. In thia way, tben,
and in other ways slmllar, six or eight men will for tbe

preaentlosetheirdegrce,thoujh every member ofthe
.class may j et get hls diploma.

Ilves of
Yaie's j.roiessors, both tbe llvlug and tbe dea.i, they
luust realiso that Icanli.g, religion, irietice

and rirtne could go together wlthout eonflieting.
They would he ashamed to go home lf they thougbt
that Yale waa no place to send their sons. But from
lnqutri, a made aud information reoelved thev were
aaaared that bere solenee and religion were not antago-
nlatie, but tbat they go hand iu baml.
Preaident Porter then called for the Hon. Etigene

Bcbuyler, '59, to whose life in Turkey be pleaauntlv
allud. .1. Mr. Scbnyler sstd he waa pleaaed to a*e that
Yale. exeept ln the Improvemeut lu the buildinga. waa
iuat tbe aaine sbe uaed to bo. Ue bad not aeen mucb of
the college iately, but occaatonally he had met Yale men
ln Turkev, where a great many Amerloans wenl.
